houses. The want of reflectors is probably the 
cause of their giving so little light. From six to 
eight the noise of wheels increases: it is the din- 
ner hour. A multitade of carriages with two ¢yes 
of flame staring in the dark before each of them, 
shake the pavement and the very houses, following 
and crossing each other at full speed. Stopping 
suddenly, a footman jumps down, runs to the door, 
and lifts the heavy knocker—gives a great Knock, 
then several smaller ones in quick succession, then 
with all his might, fourishing as on a drum, witb 
an art and an air, anda delicacy of touch, which 
denote the quality, the rank, and the fortune of 
his master. 

“ For two bowrs, or nearly, there is a puuse; at 
ten a redoublement comes on, This is the great 
crisis of dress, of noise and of rapidity—an univer 
sal hubbub; a sort of uniform grinding and shak- 
ing, like that experienced in a great mill with fitts 
pair of stones ; and if 1 was not afraid of appearing 
to exaggerate, I shouid say it came upon the ear 
like the falte of Niagara beard at two miles dis- 
tance!!. This crisis continues undiminished till 
twelve or one o’clock’; then less and less during 
the rest of the night—till at the approach of day, 
a single carriage is heard now and then at a great 
distance. 

‘Great assemblies are called routs or parties; 
but the people who give them, in their invitations, 
only say that they will be at bome such a day, and 
this some weeks beforehand. The house in which 
this takes place, is frequently stripped from top to 
bottom; beds, drawers, and all but ornamental 
furniture, is cartied out of sight to make room for 
crowds of well dressed people, received at the door 
of the principal apartment by the mistress of the 
house standing, who smiles at vey new comer 
with alook of acquaintance.

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HUNTER’s NARRATIVE. 

We make the foliowing extract trom Mr. Hun- 
ter’s interesting narrative. It will be recollected 
that he was captured by the Indians, while a child, 
and brought up by them. 

In one of my excursions, while seated in the 
shade of a large tree, situated on a gentle declivi 
ty, I was surprised by a tremendous rushing noise.

The Buffalus passed so near me on both side, 
that I could have touched several of them merely 
by extending my arm. In the rear of the herd was 
one on which a huge panther had fixed, and was 
voraciously engaged in gutting off the muscles of 
iteneck.

My rfle had just been 
discharged, and I entertained fears that I could 
not re-load it, without discovering and yet expus- 
ing myself to the fury of its des'ructive rage. | 
looked into the tree with the utmost caution, bu 
could not perceive it, though its groans and ven 

reance breathing growls, told me it was not far off 
and also what I bad to expect, in case it should 
discover me. In this situation, with my eyes al 

most constantly directed upwards to observe tis 
motion, f silently loaded my rifle, and then creep 

mag soltly round the trunk of the tree, saw my for. 
midable enemy vesiing on a covsiderable branch, 
abou’ thirty feet trom the ground, with his side fair 

iy exposed. { was unobserved, took deliberate 
aim, and shot it through the heart. It made a 
single bound from the wee to the earth. and dicd 
ma moment afterwards. I re-loaded my rifle be- 
fere I ventured to approach it, and even then hot 
without some apprehension. IT took ms skia, and 
was, with the assisiance of fire and smoke, enabled 
to preserve and dress it. I name this circum- 
stance, because it afterwards afforded a source fur 
same amuseroent; for I frequently used to arfay 
myself in it as near as possible to the costume and 
form of the original, and surprise the herds of 
buffalos, elk and deer, which, on my approach, 
uniformly fled with great prec'pitation and dread.”

Dr. Fowler also 
mentions that by placing one of the metals as 
high up as possible between the gums and the 
upper lip, and the other in a similar situation 
with regard to the under lip, a flash was 
produced as vivid as that occasioned in the for- 
mer instance, with this remarkable difference, 
that the flash produced, instead of being confined 
to the eye appeared to be diffused over the 
whole face.

But on that afternoon he became alarmed, 
4s On examining the scratch, he feared he bad im 
bibed some morbid matter. Shortly afterwards he 
felt a shivering come on, and he was immediately 
put to bed and bled. The best medica! aid was 
administered, and the most rigid attention paid to 
his case; but, in spite of all, the symptoms daily 
became worse, and he died on the fourth day. It 
is feared something in the nature of a plague has 
been retained amongst the timber of some old ves- 
sels recently broken up.

Mineralogy. —It is stated in the Quebec papers, 
that the coast of Labrador abounds with valuable 
and beautiful specimens of the quartz family, par- 
ticularly the different varieties of cornelian, agate, 
opal, jasper, and a peculiar kind of feid spar, of 
the sky blue variety, almost exclusively found on 
that coast. The latter is hard, and takes a fine 
polish. Some parts of it had been cut and manu- 
fuctured into snuff boxes, rings, &c. It 1s found 
imbedded in a gray gramte rock. The whole north 
shore of the St. Lawrence from Quebec to its mouth, 
and the Labrador coast, appear to present a wide 
field for the researches of the geologist and mine- 
falogist which is not generally met with.

a hissing noise the fecu'ent particles of the po- | 
Mice rise to the top, and form a soft spungy 
crust or scuth over the surface of the liquor.-- 
When the liquor has sufficicntly fermented, this 
scum begins to crack; the fissures ure at first 
small, but soon enlarge, and open to view the 
fermenting liquor oozing through therm. This is 
the critical moment ; and it must be seized. be- 
fore the scum begins to’sink ; whieh if permit- 
ted, will destroy the purity of the liquor. ‘The 
liquor must now be immediately drawn off into 
clean casks.—But as this mode of conducting the 
fermentation is expressive, and requires closer 
attention than most persons can give it, the other 
mode is usually practised, which is thus. The 
cider is placed in casks with the bungs-out - either 
in cellars, or in the open air. As the fermenta- 
tion proceeds, the pomace issues from the bung 
hole. Once or twice a day, the casks are to be 
filled from a barrel kept for the purpose, which 
should be kept bunged to prevent an excess of 
fermentation. The state of thé fréth or cream 
discharged from the bung-hole shews when the 
fermentation is sufficiently over. When that is 
perfectly pure, or very nearly so, putin the bung 
loosely ; then as the fermentation subsides, drive 
it in tight, leaving the stopper of the vent hole 
loose fora day or two, after which drive it in 
tight also. The less fermentation takes place 
the sweeter will be the liquor. A little experi 
enceewill soon give the requisite skill to any at- 
tentive manager. As ciders which contain a 
large portion of sachatine matter, are the most 
valuable, and as the fermentation, (if long con- 
tinued,) decomposes this sacharine matter, and 
makes the liquor rough and unpalatable, much 
atténtion should be paid to prevent an excess of 
fermentation. ‘This is usually dofie by placing 
the casks inthe open ait —and in as cool a situa- 
tidn as practicable, By the process of fermenta- 
tion, the’ liquor is separated from its impuritics ; 
that which 1s specifically lighter rises to the top, 
and the heavier lees sink to the bottom, leaving 
the termediate liquor clear and bright—when 
this is the case, immediately draw it off, and do 
not suffer it on any account to mingle with its 
lees. 
After the cider is drawn off as above directed, 
it will sometimes ferment again. This renewal 


of fermentation is very much prevented by the. 


operation of steaming with brimstone. To do 
this, after a few pails of the racked cider are put 
into the clear cask, dip strips of rag about 6 or 
8 inehes long into melted brimstone; fx them 
to a hook or nail on a long bung; set them on 
fire, and burn them, in the sade. with the few 
pails ef cider before mentioned in it, tightly 
bunged up, then shake the cask well in order to 
incorporate the fumes of the brimstone with the 
liquor, and then fill up the barrel. Hf the cider, 
after being racked off remain bright and quiet, 
nothing more need be «lone, but if a scum col- 
lect on the surface it must again be racked; as 
this, of suffered to sink ras be injurious; and
